Eventually, Mr. Aviel said, the 
Germans discovered his family 
and they all were marched out 
to join about 1,000 other Jews 
who were led away to a grave- 
yard. 

“When we got there, we were 
told to kneel, heads down. 

“I was small so I could raise 
my head without being discov- 
ered. In front of me there was 
a large trench, about 30 yards 
long. People were made to un- 
dress on the edge of the trench. 
Then there was a machinegun 
burst. One girl refused to un- 
dress, They hit her and then 
she was shot, too.”

Additional evidence sub- 
mitted by Mr. Hausner told of 
a meeting in May of 1941 when 
Nazi security police chief Rein- 
hard Heydrich instructed the 
Einsatzgruppen commanders. 

Mr. Hausner also introduced 
testimony given at the Nuern- 
berg trial by Walter Noske, an 
official in Heydrich's office, 
whose Job was to co-ordinate 
the Einsatzgruppen reports. 

Noske was quoted as testi- 
fying that “Eichmann’s group 
was in the very core of 
plan.” 

Eichmann made frequent 
notes as Mr. Hausner quoted 
from Noske's testimony. The 
defense counsel, Dr. Robert 
Servatius, rose and said he 
would “like very much to hear 
this witness.” 

The prosecutor said accord- 
ing to Information he had, 
Noske was sentenced to life in 
prison for war crimes after the 
war but that his term was com- 
muted and that he was freed 
in 1951,
